C. Hackett, lias returned from northern 
British Columbia porta with Lord Dun- 
donald, eommuuder-in-chief of the Can- 
adian military forces, and his staff, in- 
ludillg Colonel Denny, Colonel Kvans 
and Colonel Holmes, D. O. C. in British 
Columbia. The military experts visited 
many points on the northern coast, in- 
cluding DPort Simpson. Kitamaat, points 
in iWork canal and other placets suggest- 
ed as termini for the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific railway. The trip, it is said, beiug 
one of examination with respect to the 
situation of the proposed terminus for 
the now trans-Canada railway' from a 
military point of view. As will lie re- 
membered, recent reports from Wash- 
ington, 1). C, told of the consideration 
of proposals lor the fortification of Sit- 
kuu and Kannnghunut islands, the two 
islands which were awarded to the 
United States in the recent Alaska 
boundary tribunul, to the disgust of 
Canadians. These islands were visited 
by the commander of the Canadian 
forces and staff, although no landing 
was made as the weather was stormy 
at the time of arrival. Wales and 
iPenrse Islands were also visited. 

'Lord Dundonald, the commander of 
the Canadian troops declined to make 
any statement in regard to his visit, 
and, until his report is made public by 
tho Dominion government, his impres- 
sions may not be known. Other visitors 
to the islands in Portland canal — two 
of which were given to the United 
IStates and two to Canada— tell of the 
hopelessness of any at tempt to fortify 
those islands given to the United States 
for the reason that both iSitkan and 
Kunnaghunut Islands are both entirely 
dominated by Wales Island. This island 
rises fully 150 feet above the two 
islands awarded to the United States, 
and any fortifications built on those 
islands would be utterly untenable if 
fortifications were built on the higher 
island. (Port Simpson was visited, and 
two days were spent in the picturesque 
northern village — for it has not yet be- 
come more than a village. The govern- 
ment steamer Kestrel, which .went North 
to seek for United States fishing ves- 
sels poaching in Canadian waters, was 
lying at 'Port Simpson. The party look- 
ed over the topography of (Port Simp- 
son and proceeded to Work canal, and 
thence to Portland canal. After visit- 
ing the islands in that canal, a trip 
was taken into Hecate straits, and 
thence the Quadra went to Kitamaat, 
which is another suggested terminus for 
the Cram! Trunk railway. The party 
landed at tin's point, at the head of 
Kitamaat Arm, and, after looking over 
the lay of the land, again boarded the 
Quadra and proceeded to Victoria, the 
trip south being made in forty-live 
hours.

At 
tlie same time Lord Dundonald stated 
that he was in favor of stiffening the 
ranks of auxiliary forces, if possible, 
with professional soldiers, and of doing 
everything possible to increase the mili- 
tary knowledge and efliconcy of the of- 
ficer and non-commissioned olllcer class; 
"for," ho said, "the less tho training 
we were nble to give the bulk of the 
rank and tile the more highly trained 
and intelligent should their Officers and 
non-commissioned officers be; otherwise 
in war time, a thick-headed Officer will 
most assuredly bring during the course 
of the war mourning to many homes 
for lives which he has needlessly sacri- 
ficed without gain to the country."

South African war are fresh in the 
memory of the public Prom November, 
1800, he organized and commanded the 
mounted brigade of the Natal army, 
i included Bcthvmc's, Tlrorney- 
eroft's, Natal Volunteers, South African 
Light 'Horse, Gough's Regiment of 
'Mounted Infantry, and for a large part 
of the time Lord Strnthcona's corps of 
Canadians. Lord Dundonald's brigade 
defended the right flank of Sir Redvors 
©tiller's army at the battle of Colenso 
suffering severe losses, It seized ML 
Alice and the Boer ferrv boat over the 
Tttgela; Fought the Boers at Acton 
Holmes and Vnal Krantz, and, getting 
behind the Boers' position at Ciiigolo 
Hill, drove them off the bill and enabled 



In addition to the above racts regard- 
ing the distinguished career ot Lord 
Dundonald, it is learned' on consulting 
'Whitaker's 1'eerage,. and be was elect- 
ed a Scottish reptjfi . ■■•tative peer 
1S86. Ho commanded as major-general 
an irregular brigade in South Africa, 
l.S9<.)-li)Ul. He is the son of the eleventh 
Karl of Cochrane. He was born Octo- 
ber 20, 1852, and married in 1S7S Win- 
uifred, daughter of Robert Kamforth- 
IHcskell, Esq. The family .seat is at 
Gurch Castle, Abergole. His forefath- 
ers have a most distinguished history. 
■Sir William Cochrane, "of Dundonald, 
knight, was awarded first the earldom 
and afterwards his accompanying titles. 
The Brazilian title (Muniuez do .Maran- 
lram) was conferred upon the tenth 
carl, the famous naval commander, bet- 
ter known as Lord Cochrane. He was 
noted by the destruction of Napoleon's 
ships in the Basque Road, 1S09, and 
by the important help be rem'. Ted to 
Chili ami Peru in achieving their inde- 
pendence from Spain, die afterwards 
entered the service of Brazil, and still 
later commanded the Greek navy for 
freed from the Turks.

FIGHT KN GERMAN AFRICA. 

Hottentots Repel an Attack aud Chase 
the Invader. 

Capetown, Dec. 14.— According to an 
official despatch from the Hartebeeste 
river district, a Hottentot laager was at- 
tacked and captured by a German pa- 
trol Saturday lust. The Hottentots 
drove the Germans across tho river firing 
heavily and severely wounding Lieut. 
Beklin and one private. The Hottentots 
subsequently retreated losing three killed 
aud two wounded. More lighting is ex- 
pected, During the engagement the 
Cape police came under the fire of tho 
(Hottentots, who suiT that they shot at 
the polico officers by mistake.

I have received no in- 
dication from my government regard- 
ing their probable action in the mutter. 
All I can say is that I firmly believe the 
Russo-Japanese difficulty will be pacific- 
ally settled; Further pourparlers, with 
the view of modification on the part or 
Japan, may bo neccssarv, but this is a 
matter which rests entirely with my 
government." 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 14.— -Neither 
Admiral Aloxieff, the Russiun viceroy 
in the Far HaBt. nor illuron De Rosen, 
the Russian minister to Japan, suggest- 
ed any modification fit the Rlusslaif!

writing under Ids hand the license of the 
said plumber forfeited and after oil adver- 
tisement In a dally newspaper published in 
the city of Victoria, such license shall be 
deemed to be cancelled and revoked, and no 
ni-.v license shall be granted to sued plum- 
ber without the written acquiescence "f the 
said engineer."

"FOR SMALL 1'NVKSTORS. 

1 Under the above caption our local 
contemporary had an article last even 
ing that, we think, should not be al- 
lowed to pass without reference. \\'e 
are stiro that the Times would Dot in- 
tentionally misrepresent any facts to 
the disadvantage of the Provincial Gov 
eminent, and doubtless the article re- 
ferred to was -written without that 
knowledge of the provisions of the "As- 
sessment Act" which is necessary for 
its intelligent discussion, The article 
in question deals with two matters: the 
desirability of giving small investors 
who have money deposited in the sav- 
ings banks (on which they receive in- 
terest at the rate of 3 per cent. Per 
annum) an opportunity to transfer such 
sums into the debentures of the new 
Provincial loan; and the statement that 
under the provisions of the new "Assess- 
ment Act 1 ' these small investors will 
have their income on each deposit re- 
duced to two per cent, through one Per 
cent, being levied as a tax. We will 
refer to .the latter statement first. A 
reference to the "Assessment Act" will 
show that personal property is exempt 
up to $500, in addition to household ef- 
fects. Income is also exempt from taxa- 
tion upon to $1,000; iWe will illustrate 
the operations of the act by supposing 
that a mechanic or clerk is in the re- 
ceipt of a fialary or wage of $20 a week, 
owns his household effects and has $300 
in the savings bank. 1 1 is income from 
ins salary or wage will he $1,04.0, and 
the interest on his bank deposit $9, a 
total of $1,0-11). His household effects 
are exempt; his hank deposit, being Un 
der *uOO, is also exempt, as are $1,000 
of his income.

The choice of the site for an Aus- 
tralian Ottawa seems likely to be post- 
poned for years, as a result of inter- 
state jealousy. Thus, after the Aus- 
tralian House of Representatives had 
inserted the name of Tumut in the 
enabling bill, and by a large majority 
chosen that village for the site of the 
Australian capital, the Senate struck 
out that recommendation and voted in- 
stead for liomhala. Both arc, as re- 
quired by the constitution, in Xew 
South Wales, but Tumut best pleases 
the l\cw South Welshmen. Hence, the 
House of Representatives, in which the 
votes of Xew South Wales predomin- 
ate, has voted for 'Tumut, the Senate, 
in which Xew South Wales has no con- 
trolling vote, for Bombala. Neither 
House will seemingly yield to the other, 
and it is, therefore, thought likely, es- 
pecially as capital city building is cost- 
ly, that the Australian Parliament may 
in the end decide for some years to 
leave the question unsettled, on con- 
dition that the Commonwealth Parlia- 
ment shall meet alternately at Sydney 
and at Melbourne.

Thus he would have 
Canada strike a bargain with Great 
(Britain in the matter of a mutual pref- 
erence. Mr. iSiftou is also in favor of 
a federation of the self-governing lands 
Of the Empire for mutual protection 
and defence, but believes an Imperial 
parliamentary union to be impracticable, 

On the matter of a Canadian contrl-

With the arrival of H. Mi cruiser Flora 
at Esquimau, where the big cruiser wan 
placed in dry dock yesterday morning, a 
dramatic incident In connection with, the 
stranding of the cruiser came to light, an 
Incident which does honor to the Lieutenant 
Engineer of the cruiser, and Incidentally 
shows how the British officers distinguish 
themselves by their cool bravery when 
crises such as this arrive. When the Flora 
struck the rock at Village point, the lieu- 
tenant engineer was lying, us were other 
officers otf duty, nslAp In his room, 
lie awakened with the shock which tol- 
lowed the crash, and realizing the situation 
on the Instant as tlie Inrush of water pour- 
ed In through the open scuttles and dead- 
lights, he rushed out In his nlghtclot.ie*— 
not to seek his personal safety, but to do 
his duty. He realized tlmt his duty was to 
close the bulkhead watertight doors which 
protect the engines and the pumps In the 
engine room, and he did Ills duty. 

Without stopping to doi$ clothes, he ran. 
almost naked, to the engine room and 
deftly swung the crank which closed the 
bulkheads and kept the Inrush of water 
from the engines. Thanks to 1 lie cool, 
brave woik of the officer the Inrusliiug water 
was stopped by the close watertight doors, 
and, although it Hooded on the doors out- 
side, the engine room and its pumps which 
were soon afterwards used to dry the sub- 
merged nfterpart when the divers had clos- 
ed the scuttles and open ports, were not 
drowned out. 

Meanwhile the stokers in the lire rooms 
had felt the shock which shivered the sliap, 
and, ns can be Imagined, they wen' af- 
frighted lest at any moment the water 
would rush In upon them, for. dark In the 
lower port of the cruiser, they did not 
know v'i'it 1 1 :> . 1 happened. I tut the rued 
voice of the officer who closed the bulkhead 
doors to keep out the water which must 
otherwise have rushed In upon them as the 
stern was submerged — aud it was soon ten 
feet below the surface — soon allayed the 
excitement they must have felt, and they 
clambered up from tlie fire-room without 
panic. Hut had those bulkhead doors not 
been closed, the stranding <>f the Flora 
might not have been free from loss of 
life. 

The Flora is badly damaged, and as she 
lies In the dry dock— although tlie copper 
aud wooden sheathing hides the broken 
plutcs — she presents a sorry appearance. 
Busted and water-stained, there are a series 
of waterllnes streaked obliquely on her 
after part which mark ttie different posi- 
tions In which she Joy as the salvage work 
progressed. From the line which shoots 
up suggestively showing where ttie tide 
tlowed against her as the stern lay ten feet 
below the water until the lowest line which 
the surface water made after the divers 
had closed nil the open scuttles and ports, 
and tin' pumps had freed her, there Is a 
series of waterllnes, grimy and rust-stain- 
ed, which mark the phases of her position 
as the work of the divers In closing the 
scuttles and the work of tlie big pumps 
brought up the nfterpart and allowed of the 
Grafton hauling her free. 

There are two holes some thirty feet 
from the bow on the starboard side, and 
the scraped sheathing and Splintered wood- 
work right along from the bow to amid- 
ships, mostly on this side to Which she 
listed on the rocks. Is suggestive of broken 
and dented plates beneath this covering of 
■wood and copper. From ten feet from the 
bow to thirty feet back the marks of the 
pounding are plain and the two holes yawn 
a foot or two across ten feet apart some 
tblrtv feet back from the bow. Many 
plates will doubtless have to come out, 
some to be renewed, others to be straight- 
ened, although the survey work has not 
yet demonstrated the extent or the damage. 
It will Involve some time, though, spent on 
the blocks in tlie dry dock, where the cruis- 
er now rests— a time variously estimated 
in view of the scant knowledge of the dam- 
age still to hand— at from two to four 
months. 

The cruiser left Union Bay on Saturday 
afternoon under her own steam, and save 
for thi' watermarks and the general be- 

grlmed ami rusty appearai the only 

marks to show that the vessel had been ly- 
ing (or seven days on the rocks was the 
suggestive collision mat hanging over the 
bow. This, covering the holes below, was 
fastened by lines to the deck. Until tlie 
time the vessel .entered the dry dock some 
of the officers' quarters were still Hooded, 
everything being destroyed. The officers' 
quarters are in a sad state. Iiook cases 
have been swollen and destroyed, beds 
ruined, equipment and all the hundred and 
one possessions of the naval men, from 
cooked bats to photographs, have been ut- 
terly ruined. The clothes of many have 
been lost, and since the wreck they have 
been clothed In variously assorted rigs. At 
Village Point a nuinncr of marines were 
engaged for some clays In trying to wash 
out the salt water from the flooded effects. 

Much ammunition and stores, accoutre- 
ments, etc., have been also ruined, anil It 
in probable that the marines will rouulre 
new tunics as a result. The loss In this 
manner It is difficult to estimate. 
After the repairs to the Flora 
are completed It is understood that 
she Is to cruise south to meet II. M. S. 
Bonnventure, which was commissioned at 
Plymouth on December 3rd. to relieve 11. 
M. Sj. Amphlon nt Esquimau. 

Meanwhile Hear Admiral Blckford, C. 
M. (1., who was to have left for England, 
will remain until after the court martial of 
tlie navigating officer and officer of the 
watch, at the' time of the stranding. No 
date has been set for the hoisting of tho 
Hag on the Grafton and the ringing of the 
bell to convene the court martial for the 
trial of these officers.

OF M. S. WILSON 



Court Adjourns to Residence of 
Party-Plaintiff In Hopper 
vs Dunsmulr Case. 



The cross-examination of the witness, 
M. S, Wilson, nttoruey-at-lnw, of San 
FrauciscO, occupied the whole sitting 
in the Supreme court yesterday. The 
court adjourned nt about ;i o'clock to 
Cralgdltrroch, the residence of the party 
plaintiff, -whore Mrs. Dunauiuir's evi- 
dence was taken. 

Hi). V. Bodwcll, K. C, continuing the 
cross-examination of Mr. Wilson, took 
up the matter of Mrs. Alexander Dmis- 
inuif's statu of health at the time the 
negotiations pending the signing of the 
agreement were going on. Witness 
stilted that he thought Mrs. Dunsinuir 
was good for four or live years. Asked 
to explain reference, in direct examina- 
tion, to lump sum, stated that this was 
in addition to !g25,Ot)0 yearly allowance. 
Jumes Dunsmilir was not to give halt' 
profits in Sun Frnncisco business until 
the debt owing by the business was 
paid. iNo time for payment of debt 
limned in agreement, but James Duns- 
inuir agreed verbally to pay it oil' in 
about two years. itefused to answer 
the (iliestiou if he « I i » 1 not think James 
Dunsinuir only promised this because 
he, James, was sure 'Mrs. Alexander 
would not live out that time. Asked 
by Sir, JJodvell why did witness udvise 
Mrs. Alexander Duiisiiiuir not to enter 
Stilt when he knew, by acting for 
Jumes Lhuisiuuir in his oflicial capacity 
as executor, that his linn could not 
contest a will which the firm had beeu 
retained to probate, witiiess replied that, 
having been retained to net for the 
executor and to resist an attack, it' 
any such were mode, he was willing 
to advise Mrs. Dunsmulr, hut, of course, 
could not conduct the case for her.

muir. iStated that the San Francisco 
business' assets consisted of real estate 
valued at $300,000, which could not 
be moved, from there. Stated that 
will cases hi California were tried be- 
fore jury, and lie thought that similar 
cases tried in British courts were tried 
before bench of judges. Gave dates of 
interviews with both Mrs. Alexander 
and Mr. James Dunsmnir in November 
a ml .December, 1000.

EXTREMELY AWKWARD FOR 
THE PROFESSOR. 

In 1S90, Mommeen, the famous Ger- 
man professor and classical historian, 
was arrested and locked up lor hours 
by the 'Berlin police. He gol into this 
difficulty through an invitation he re- 
ceived to utiond a reception given by 
the present Emperor William: 

On tlie night of tlie reception the street 
that leads to the castle was closed to 
all save the guests of the Emperor, all 
of whom, with the exception of Momm- 
sen. arrived in carriages. The famous 
historian, whose manner of living ex- 
emplified his democratic principles, rode 
into 'Berlin from Chnrlottonburg on a 
car. Upon alighting from the ear, 
Moininsc'i pressed his way through the 
throng. In a few minutes he came to 
tho police line, and without hesitation 
started to pass on. lie was promptly 
seized by a policeman and pushed back. 
It was too much for the old man's tem- 
per. Taking the book that he carried, 
lie beat a tatoo with it on the police- 
man's head. "You ignorant Russian!" 
exclaimed the historian, using the term 
of extreme contempt among 'Prussians; 
"you ignorant Russian what do 
you mean by seizing old Momui- 
sen, I'm old Moninisen, I tell you— 
IMominseii, Moninisen, Moninisen!" The 
policeman, dodging the fur'thqr play of 
the book, looked at the old man's bat- 
tered soft hat and seedy overcoat, and 
decided thai he was a crunk. Two hours 
later the Emperor received word that 
his missing guest was in the lock-up.
